WORLD STILL REQUIRES SAFETY OF DEMOCRACY. 
Thi* troubled 
world may y et be forced to understand 
that it will hav e to m ake itself safe for democracy before 
k can carry on with the ordinary business of liv ing . 
Democracy has g one out of sty le since the war. 
T h a t 
iloga n tha t Woodrow Wilson handed out in war day s 
h a s 
btcome something to laug h at— p artly because the w a r no 
longer looks like the holy crusade we once thoug ht it, and 
partly because democracy itself has shown more defects 
than we used to think it had. 
But when all the sha ms and hy p rocrisies of the war are 
admitted and all the 'auits of democratic g ov ernment art 
rev iewed, it is still true th at democracy does p rov ide a 
aafety v alv e which eases tensions and p rev ents the kind 
of ex plosions that hav e been tormenting Europ e lately . 
Historians are still arg uing about what caused 
the 
World War, and the arg um ent won’t he settled for a long 
time to come. 
One thing , howev er, is v ery clear; a larg e 
part of the trouble was the ceaseless strug g le of op p ress­ 
ed minorities to win thm r freedom. 
Thi* struggle centered in the old Austro-Hung arian em ­ 
pire, and it touched off the war. 
The finest thing Wilson 
ev er did was to tell the whole world that freedom and 
aelf-determination must be the heritag e of all p eop les if a 
repetition of the holocaust was to be av oided. 
But the post-w’ar readjustm ents failed to reach this 
goal. 
Democracy was discarded. 
Croats, Austrians, 
R u s ­ 
sians, Germans, Italians, one p eop le after another, were 
forced into the strait-jacket 
of autocratic g ov ernment. 
That priceless safety v alv e, the ballot box , was tossed out 
of the window. 
The result? Violence and bloodshed. 
In country afte r 
•ountry the aecret p olice must g o about smelling out p lots 
and conspiracies. 
Prisons must he enlarg ed, ex ecutioners 
must be kept busy . 
The dictators fear their own p eop le and they fear one 
another. Riots and assassinations come in an ev er-increas­ 
ing crop; and each one disturbs an unstable equilibrium 
io dang erously th at p eop le catch their breath and won- 
dar, “ Will this start a new w a r ? ” 
May be it’s time to rev iv e that old w ar slog an. 
A world 
that w'as safe for democracy would certainly hav e few er 
danger sp ots than the one in which we are now liv ing .
